He will know no other 
good than virtue, will dread no cther evil 
than vice; he is prepared for all events—all 
circumstances that may obstruct the way of 
his salvation, andthus become superior to ev- 
ery stroke of fortune, or fate. It was in order 
der to enforce those obligations on his dis- 


that Jesus Christ said‘ Matthew, chap. 6, v.. 


19:—“ Lay not up for yourselves on earth: 
where the rust and the moth consume, and 
where thieves dig through and steal. But 
lay up for yourselves in heaven, where nei- 
ther the rust nor the moth doth consume, and 
where thieves do not dig through and steal. 
And if thy right eye cause thee to offend, 
pluck it out and cast it f-om thee: for it is 
better for thee that one of thy members should 
perish, than that thy whole body should be 
cast into hell. And if thy right hand cause 
thee to offend, cut it off, and cast it from thee: 
for it is better for thee that one of thy mem- 
bers should perish, than that thy whole body 
should go into hell. Fear not those that kill 
the body, and cannot kill the soul: but rath- 
er fear him that can destroy both soul and bo- 
dy in hell.” It is thus that man should, ac- 
Cording to the law.of Jesus Christ love him- 
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self, that is, with a regard correspondent to 
his end. , . 

As man is created to liye on the earth in 
society with his fellows, eath individual is

vidual'‘of his fellows, at least in the case of 
equality of interests, as he should that of the 
general society to his personal interest in the 
same order. This Jesus Christ commands 
in the words, ‘* Give unto Cesar those things 
that are Cesar’s:” for in this passage, by 
Cesar must be understood he, or those who 
are the representatives of society, or who 
exercise authority in its name, according 
to the different constitutions, as kings in 
monarchies, magistrates.in republics, or no- 
bility in aristocracies. 

But man can never be bound to make a 
sacrifice of his eternal salvation, to the tem- 
poral advantage of either individuals, or of 
society, because the salvation of one single 
man is, in the scale of Providence, of infin- 
itely more importance than the temporal be- 
nefit of the whole human race, because salva- 
tion is not in the order of those advantages 
that appertain to the temporal society of man; 
in a word, because man cannot make a sac- 
rifice of his salvation, without violating some 
point of the law of God, and because it is ev- 
ident to common sense, that it is never per- 
mitted to do evil that good may come there- 
of, that the paramount duty of man isto obey 
God; and that if a man could by a single sin 
prevent the destruction of all: mankind, he 
should not commit that sin; hence the result 
is that a man should not sacrifice his own soul, 
to procure the eternal salvation of the whole 
human race. 

Yet as mankind are united amongst them- 
selves by the ties of not only their temporal 
but also by those’ of spiritual society, and 
that they are bound to love each other prin- 





cipally in reference to their salvation, and as 
future fellow-citizens of heaven, it is con- 
for:nable to order, that each individual shall, 
if necessary, sacrifice all his. temporal. inte- 
rests, and even his life, for the salvation not 
only of society at large, but even for that.of a 
single’ individual—it being evident,. that-the 
life of a man should be held at neught, whea 
put in competition with the salvation. of 
anothers This.our Savious_has commanded, 
St. John, chap. 15, v: 1@—‘ Phis is my 
commandment, that’ you love one another, 
as I have loved you.” Aud such was his 
love for mankind, in a collective as well as 
individual capacity, that he died to procure 
their salvation. ‘ 

Such is self-lowe, according to the law of 
Jesus Christ ;—a love relative to the temporal 
condition of man. 





Character of the love which man owes to his neigh- 
bor, according to the lqw of Jesus Christ. 


We read in the tenth chapter of St. Luke, 
that Jesus Christ having detlared that the 
second commandment of the law was, ‘ You 
shall love your neighbor as yourselves,” the 
doctor of the law who then interrogated him, 
asked: ‘‘ And who is my neighbor?” Je- 
sus Christ answered by that beautiful and in- 
genious parable of the charitable Samaritan, 
which we find in the same chapter, the mor- 
al and natural consequence of which is, that 
we should regard each individual of our spe- 
cies as our neighbor. As also, that accord- 
ing to the doctrine of Jesus Christ, every in- 
dividual should love not only his parents, his 
allies, his friends, benefactors, and fellow- 
citizens, but all mankind without exception: 
because there is none amongst them who has 
not been created like himself, after the im- 
age of God; like: himself, to enjoy his pre- 
sence, and who has not been like himself 
ransomed by the death of the Son of God. 
Each individual it is true, owes a particular 
predilection to those of his fellow creatures, 
with whom he is connected in the order of 
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nature, by the ties of religious, or civil socie- | ing: “‘ Forgive us our trespasses, as we for- 


ty, but that predilection must never extend 
so far as to exclude any of his fellows from 
his affection. It is therefore that Jesus Christ 
has willed that each should pray in the nanie 
of all and for all.. “ Our Father who art in 
heaven,” we say by his order, “‘ hallowed be 
thy name.......... give us this day, our daily 
bread,” &c. and not my Father who art in 
heaven. Man should love each and all of his 
fellows with a love of justice, so as to do them 
Ro injury nor wrong; and with a love of chari- 
ty, so as to render them all the good within 
his power. With regard to the love of jus- 
tice, Jesus Christ renews the commandments 
of the decalogue that concern our neighbour: 
with respect to charity, he desires that we do 
unto others that which we wish to have done 
unto us: and with respect to alms, he makes 
a particular precept, including all the tempo- 
ral assistance which we can render to our fel- 
low creatures. 

As each individual should love his fellows, 
first and principally in the order of salvation, 
as already mentioned, we are ordered to pray 
for our neighbour, to instruct him in the law 
of God, to administer necessary correction, 
when he can consistently with prudence, 
and give him good example. All those 
duties are pointed out in the gospel. Let 
man dread, above all, to be to his brethren 
an occasion of sin. ‘ Wo unto him,” says 
Jesus Christ, “by whom scandal cometh; it 
would be better for that man that a millstone 
be tied about his neck, and he be thrown in- 
to the sea.” 

The love of our neighbour, as prescribed 
by the law of Jesus Christ, should not only 
be sincere, affectionate, and active, but pa- 
tient, and capable of supporting and pardon- 
ing every sort of injury, however severe and 
multiplied. ‘“ You have heard,” says Jesus 
Christ, Matthew, chap. 5, v. 43, “that it 
hath been said: thou shalt love thy neighbor 
and hate thy enemy. But I say to you: love 
your enemies; do good to them that hate you: 
and pray for them that persecute and calum- 
niate you. That you may be the children of 
your Father, who is in heaven: who maketh 
his sun to rise upon the good and the bad, 
and raineth upon the just and the unjust. 
For if you love those that love you, what re- 
ward shall you have? do not even the publi- 
cans the same? Andif you salute your breth- 
ren only, what do you more? do not also the 
heathen the same? Be you therefore per- 
fect, as also your heavenly Father is per- 
fect.” We see again in the gospel, that St. 
‘Peter having approached Jesus Christ, and 
asked him, ‘‘ Lord how often shall I pardon 
my brother, when he shall have sinned against 
me; shall it be for seven times ?” Jesus 
Christ answered, saying, “I do not say for 
seven times, but for seventy times seven.” 
And in order that we should not believe that 
the forgiveness of injuries is a mere counsel, 
and not a precept, he immediately pronoun- 
ces the fine parable found in the same place, 
and terminates in these words—“ It is thus 
you shall treat my Father-who is in heaven, 
if each of you do not forgive his brother from 
the bottom of -your heart.” This is not all: 
for Jesus Christ has carried this point so far, 
as to oblige us to renounce every hope of par- 
don from God, if we do not forgive our breth- 
ren, and to make of this an authentic declara-

Thus will a wise 
man reason—It is impossible fur man to be 
just in his revenge, or to calculate the exact 
proportion between the injury he has receiv- 
ed, and the reparation which he ought to ex- 


man must seekito revenge an injury, if he do 
not sincerely forgive; hence the forgiveness 
of the injury begemes indispensable, . Whilst 
we hate him who Has offered us af insult, or 
injury, we cannot forgive him sincerely; 
hence the precept to love our enemies, for-in 
sincerely loving, we of course are disposed 
to render him every service and act of-bene- 
ficence within our ower. 

Such is the law of loving our fellow-crea- 
tures, as given to man by Jesus Christ, the 
envoy and only Son of God. How admira- 
ble its wisdom and equity ! 
could not have formed a system of legislation 
more appropriate to the nature of man, to 
his temporal condition and his ultimate end. 
Such is the manner in which he should love 
God, his neighbor, and himself. Noth- 
ing can be more correspondent with the good- 
ness of God, than to have given man such a 
law, as nothing can complete the happiness 
of man more than his fulfilling it: by that only 
can he become truly great, and the more per-

October, we have been appointed by the’au- 
thority of the Holy See, BishOp of Arath, and 
Coadjutor of the said Bis f Philadelphia.

For 
if there come into your assembly a man hav- 
ing a golden ring in fine apparel, and there 
come in also a poor man in mean attire, and 
you cast your. eyes on him that is ‘clothed 
with the fine apparel, and say to him—Sit 
thou here in a good place; and say to the 
poor man—Stand,thou here, or under my 
footstool; do you not judge within your 

selves: and are become judges of unjust 
thoughts? Hearken, my dearest brethren, 
hath not God chosen the poor of this world, 
rich in faith, and heirs of the kingdom which 
God hath promised to them that love him? 
Continue, then, cheerfully. to exercise the di- 
vine functions of your ministry in behalf of 
your poorer brethren, and always regard it 
as better to go into the house of mourning, 
than into the house of feasting. To all in- 
deed, of every condition, we are debtors, to 
the rich and to the poor, to the wise and to 
the unwise: and in favor of all, we must con- 
cogent, Saean the duties of our sacred 
office. These should principally, if not ex- 
clusively, engross your solicitude. Labor, 
then, as good soldiers of Jesus Christ. No 
man being a soldier to God, entangleth him- 
self with worldly business, that he may please 
him to whom he hath engaged himself. We 
are freed from the solicitudes of the married 
state, that we may be only solicitous about 
the things that belong to the Lord, how we 
may please God. Let us then be so entirely 
devoted to the high functions of our calling, 
that men may look upon us as the Ministers 
of Christ, and the dispensers of the mysteries 
of God. Here now it is required among the 
dispensers, that a man be found faithful. Be 
careful, therefore, lest by the inconsiderate 
use of the powers which have descended to 
you from the Apostles, you oppose the mer- 
ciful designs of the Saviour who imparted 
them, ahd concur in, or connive at, the pro- 


fanation of the sacraments by the obstinate 
delinquent. Give not that which is holy to 
dogs: neither cast ye your pearls before 
swine. Impose not your hands lightly upon 
any man in the sacred tribunal of Penance, 
neither be partakers of other men’s sin. Re- 
call to the minds of the faithful, the sanctity 
of the marriage contract, and use all diligence 
that they prepare themselves by contrition of 
heart, confession, and communion for the sa- 
cramental grace, that Jesus may be present 
at their nuptials, and give them his divine 
benediction. This is agreat sacrament; but 
we speak in Christ, and in the church. Be 
ye yourselves without crime as the stewards 
of God: not proud, not subject to anger, not 
given to wine, no strikers, not greedy of fil- 
thy lucre; but given to hospitality, gentle, 
sober, holy, continent, embracing that faithful 
word which is according to doctrine, that you 
may be able to exhort in sound doctrine, and 
to convince the gainsayers. Let us not be- 
come desirous of vain glory, provoking one 
another, envying one another. For who dis- 
tinguisheth you? And what have you that 
you have not received? And if you have re- 
ceived, why do you glory as if you had not 
received it? Be examples of the faithful, in 
word, in conversation, in charity, in faith, in 
chastity. Attend to reading, to exhortation, 
and to doctrine. For the lips of the Priest 
shall keep knowledge; and they shall seek 
the law at his mouth, because he is the An- 
gel of the Lord of Hosts. Put ye on, as the 
elect of God, holy and beloved, the bowels of 
mercy, benignity, humility, modesty, pa- 
tience. But above all things, have charity, 
which is the bond of. perfection, and let the, 
peace of Christ rejoice in your hearts, where- 
in you are called in one body, and be ye 
thankful. If you speak with the tongues of 
men and of Angels, and have not charity, 
you are become as sounding brass, or as a 
tinking cymbal.’ And if you should have 
prophecy, and should know all mysteries, and 
all knowledge; and if you should have all 
faith, so that you could remove mountains, 
and have not charity, you are nothing. And 
if you should distribute all your goods to feed 
the poor, and if you should deliver your bo- 
dy to be burned, and have not charity, it pro- 
fiteth you nothing. Charity is patient, is 
kind, charity envieth not,dealeth not perverse- 
ly, is not puffed-up, is not ambitious, seek- 
eth not her own, is not provoked to anger, 
thinketh not evil, rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but rejoiceth with the truth; beareth all 
things, believeth all things, endureth all 
things. In this shall men know that you are 
the disciples and ministers of Christ, if you 
love one another, and have but one heart and 
one soul, Keep the charge of the Lord your 
God, to walk in his ways and observe his 
ceremonies, and his precepts, and judgments, 
and testimonies. Reverence his sanctuary. 
Watch ye and pray, that ye enter not into 
temptation. The spirit indeed is willing, but 
the flesh is weak. We charge you before 
God, and Christ Jesus, and the elect Angels, 
that you observe these things, without preju- 
dice, doing nothing by declining to either 
side. Keep yourselves chaste. Neglect 
not the grace which is in you, which was 
given you by the imposition of the hands of 
the Priesthood, Meditate on these things: 
be wholly in these things, that your proficien-

‘The poor man went according- 
ly, and soon returned, and made the bottle in- 
to.punch -for his master’s guests. When it 
was finished, the parsou took his leave, hav- 
ing called for an orderly constable named 
Rawlins, who always attended him. He then 
told Mr. K. that that ‘rascal (alluding to the 
poor servant who had gone a mile in the dark 
to procure liquor for this monster) was a 
damned United Irishman, and he must take 
him up. Mr. K. remonstrated, and as well 
as Mr. F—, informed this Reverend Justice, 
that during two years he had lived with him, 
and-had no fault; they believed him to be a 
harmless, honest man. Mr. M— insisted on 
his prisoner going with him; the gentlemen, 
after using every rémonstrance, and offering 
bail, were obliged’to give up the servant. 
Mr. F. was to go part of the same road that 
M=, took, and accordingly went with him 
and witnessed the horrible transaction that 
shortly happened. When they had gone about 
half a mile, the parson who had been using 
every sort of opprobrious language to his pri- 


poor man could not make any, on which he 
ordered the police constable to shoot him, 
who answered, not I really, sir. 

_“ Then give me your gun—on your knees, 
villain—I give you but two minules to pray ! 
The man fell on his knees, and prayed for 
mercy. The constable and other gentlemen 
interfered; but the parson directly shot’ his 
victim, and left him there. 

“ A coroner’s inquest found a verdict; and 
the grand jury of the county of Longford, 
found a true bill for wilful murder; and yet 
there has been no trialt Parson M—, is 
still at large, and no. doubt ready to continue 
the system of murder, burning and transport- 
ing, for the sake of religion and good gov- 
ernment.”’

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CHAPTER XX. 


OF FASTING AND ABSTINENCE. 


1. Catholics, acting in conformity to the 
precepts. of the infallible Church of Christ, 
are in the habit of observing various fasts, 
principally, such as Lent, Emberdays and 
Vigils, or Eves of certain festivals, also, of 
abstaining from flesh-meat on Fridays and 
Saturdays throughout the year. This disci- 
pline has been introduced into the Church by 
avery ancient custom. For, as in the Old 
Law, various days were set apart for fasting 
and prayer, as we read in 1. Kings, 14, 24. 
(alias 1. Samuel) and 2. Chron. 20. 3, and 
Jonas, 3, 5.: so likewise in the New Law, 
the Catholic Charch has thought proper to 
appoint certain times in the year in which 
Christians should fast, in order to offer some 
satis(action on their part to God for their 
sins, in co-operation, with the satisfaction of 
Jesus Christ, and to practise the virtues of 
self-denial and obedience. Jesus Christ 
himself foretold that his disciples should fast, 
Math. 9. 15. The days shall come when the 
bridegroom shall be taken away from them, and 
then they shall fast. 

2. Our adversaries despising the command 
of the Church of Christ, assert that we should 
do that only which God himself commands. 
But (say they) fasting is not commanded by 
God. ‘Admirable reasoning!! They enforce 
the command of God, while they themselves 
despise it. God commands us to hear the 
Church, therefore, we should obey him; yet 
our adversaries will not. However, they ought 
to pay some regard, at least, to what the 
Rechabites did, who were commanded by 
their parent Jonadab, to abstain, themselves, 
their wives, and all their posterity, forever 
from wine. .They did not refuse, like our; 
adversaries, to obey upon the plea, that noth- 
ing should be done, except what God him- 
self commands; but they replied. We will 
not drink wine, because Jonadab the son of Rec- 
hab, our Father, commanded us, saying: You 





“ithfied, the thirst that I have quenched, and the naked- 


shall drink no wine, neither you, nor your chil-| 


mended by God, who bestowed upon them a 
special benedictiom, The words of the bene- 
diction run thus—And Jeremias said to the 
house of the Rechabites: Thus saith the 
Lord of Hosts, the God of Israel: Because 
you have obeyed the commandments of Jonadab 
your father: there shall not be wanting a man 
of the race of Jonadab the son of Rechab stand- 
ing before me forever. Hence let our adversa~ 
ries learn, that we, Catholics, act no less 
justly and commendably, by observing the 
precept of the Church, than the Rechabites 
had done, in observing the command.of Jon- 
adab their Father, For, it cannot be less 
commendable to obey our common Mother, 
the Catholic Church, (whom Christ has 
commanded us to hear under the penalty of 
being considered, as the heathen and the publi- 
can,) than to obey a private individual. The 
following questions and answers in relation 
to Fasting and Abstinence, are taken from 
the Catholic Christian, written by Bishop 
Challoner. 


Q. Have you any reason to think that fast- 
ing and abstinence are agreeable to God? 

A. Yes, certainly: John the Baptist’s ab- 
stinence is commended, St. Luke i. xv. and 
St. Matt. iii. iv. ‘And Anna the Prophet- 
ess is praised,” St. Luke’ ii. xxxvii. “ for 
serving God with fasting and prayers night 
and day.” “ The Ninivites by fasting obtain- 
ed mercy,” Jonas iii. v. Daniel joined fasting 
with prayer, Daniel ix. iti “and by i 
was disposed for heavenly visions,’’ Dan. x. 
3.7.12. “The royal prophet humbled his 
soul in fasting,” Psalm xxxiv. (alias xxxv.) 
‘“« Ezra and Nehemiah sought and found sea- 
sonable aid from Ged by fasting,” Ezra viii, 
xxiii. and Nehemiah i. iv. And God, by the 
prophet Joel, calls upon his people (Joel ii. 
xii.) ‘‘to turn to him with all their hearts in 
fasting, weeping and mourning. 

Q. But did our Lord Jesus Christ design 
that his followers should fast? 


A. Yes, he not only gave them an exam- 
ple by fasting forty days, St. Matt. iv. ii. and 
prescribed to them lessons concerning fast- 
ing, St. Matt. vi. xvi. &c. but also expressly 
affirmed, that after the bridegroom should be 
taken from them, that is, after his passion, 
resurrection and ascension, all his children, 
that is, all good Christians, should fast, St. 
Matt, ix. xv. St. Mark, ii. xx. St. Luke, v. 
xxxv. Hence we find the Christians at An- 
tioch fasting, Acts xviii. ii. and Paul and 
Barnabas ordained with prayer and fasting, 
ver. iii. and priests ordained by them in eve- 
ry church with prayer and fasting, Acts xiv. 
23. and the apostles approving themselves as 
the ministers of God, in fasting, 2. Cor. vi. 
v. &e, 

Q. Has fasting any particular efficacy 
against the devil? ° 

A. Yes: This kind (of devils) can come 
forth by nothing, but by prayer and fastin 
saith sd Lord. St. Mark ee a » 
Q. What are the ends for which Christians . 
are to fast, and for which the church pre- 
scribes days of fasting and abstinence? 

A. Ist, To chastise ourselves, and to de 





dren forever. They were, accordingly, com- 


penance for our sins, that so, like the Nini- 
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vites, we. may obtain mercy of God. 2dly, 
To curb and restrain our passions and con- 
cupiscenses, and to bring the flesh under 
subjection tothe spirit. 3dly, To be enabled 
by fasting to raise our souls the easier to 
God, and to offer him purer prayer. 

Q. What are the rules prescribed by the 
Catholic church with regard to eating on 
fasting days? 

A. Ist, The church prohibits all flesh meat 
on fasting days, and in Lent eggs also and 
cheese: formerly wine was prohibited; but 
this prohibition, by a contrary custom, has 
been long since laid aside. 2dly, The Church 
allows her children but one meal on fasting 
days; besides which, custom has introduced 
a small collation at night. 3dly, The meal 
which the church allows on fasting days must 
not be taken till towards noon: formerly, for 
the first twelve hundred years of the Church, 
the meal was not be taken in Lent before the 


A. He speaks not this with relation to the 
days of fasting, as if any sorts of meat might 
be eaten on fasting days; but he speaks as 
it is visible from the context, with regard to 
meats offered to idols; which some weak 
brethren were so much afraid of eating, that 
upon this account they durst not eat the meat 
sold in the shambles, lest it might havé been 
offered to idols. Upon the same principle, 
the apostle adds, ver. xxvii. “ If any of them 
that believe not, invite you to a feast, and ye 
| be disposed to go, whatsoever is set before 
you eat, asking no question for conscience 
sake.” Verse xxviii. ‘ But if any man say 
unto you, this is offered in sacrifice unto 

idols, eat nat ki sake that shewed it, and 
for conscience Sake,’ &c.. 

Q. Do you take it then to be a sin to eat 
meat on fasting days, or otherwise to break 
‘the church fasts without necessity ? 
A. Yes, certainly; because it is a sin to

Q. But why does the church prohibit flesh | 
on days of fasting and abstinence? 

A. Not that she looks upon any meats un- 
clean by the new law, but she does it that | 
her children may better comply with the ends | 
of fasting, viz. mortification and penance, by | 
abstaining on those days from that kind of 
food which is most nourishing and most agree- 
able. 

Q. But is not this condemned by the apos- 
tle, 1. Tim. iv. iii. where he calls it the doc- | 
trine of devils to command to abstein from 
meats which God hath created to be received 
with thanksgiving ? | 

A. The apostle speaks of the doctrine of 
those who withthe Marcionites, Manichzans, | 
and other heretics, {bid the use of meat, | 
not as the church does, by way of mortifica- 
tion and penance, on days of fasting and hu- 
miliation, but as a thing absolutely unclean 
and unlawful to be used at any time, as com- | 
ing from an evil principle. All that know} 
any thing of church history know that this, 
was the system of many heretics, who also | 
upon the same account absolutely condemn- | 
ed marriage, as tending to the propagation of | 
flesh. Now they that know these things are | 
guilty of the highest injustice, pretending that | 
these words of the apostle were levelled at 
the Catholic church, when their own consci- | 
ence must tell them that they were designed | 
for another set of people. The Catholic 
church is far from condemning the use of 
God’s creatures in proper times and seasons; 
but she neither does, nor ever did, think all 
kind of diet proper for days of fasting and 
penance: and in this particular the church 
in modern times is so far from going beyond 
the primitive christians; that on the contrary, 
all kind of monvments of antiquity. make it 
evident, that our forefathers, in the first ages 
of the church, were more severe in their ab- 
stinence than we now are. 

Q. But does not the apostle say, 1. Cor. 
x. xxv. “ Whatsoever is sold in the shambles, 
that eat, asking no question for conscience’ 
sake?” 











XViil. XVii. 
Q. Does not Christ say, St. Matt. xv. xi. 


defile a man?” 

A. True: it is not an uncleanness in the 
meat, as many heretics have imagined, or 
any dirt, or dust which may stick to it by 
eating, without first washing the hands (of 
which case our Lord is speaking in the text | 
you quote) which can detile the soul; for ev-| 
ery creature of God is good, and whatsoever 
corporal filth enter in at the mouth is cast 
forth into the draught; but that which defiles 
the soul when a person transgresses the 
church fast, is the disobedience of the heart 
in breaking the precept of the church, which 
God has commanded us to hear and obey. 
Thus an Israelite would have been detil- 
ed in the time of the old law, by eating blood, 
or swine’s flesh; and thus our first parents 
were defiled by eating the forbidden fruit, not 
by the uncleanness of the food, but by the 
disobedience of the heart to the law of God. 

Q. What are the conditions that ought to 
accompany a Christian fast, to make it such 
a fast as God has chosen? 

A. The great and general fast of a Chris- 
tian is to abstain from sin; and God would 
not accept of the’ fasts of the Jews, Isaiah 
lviii. because on the days of their fasting, 
they were found doing their own will and op- 
pressing their neighbors. So that the first 
condition that ought to go along with our 
fasts is to renounce our sins; the second is 
to let our fasts be accompanied with alms- 
deeds and prayer, Tob. xvii. viii. the third, 
to endeavor to perform them in a penitential 
spirit. ; 

Q. What persons are excused from the 
strictness of the church fast? 

A. Children under age, sick people, preg- 
nant, or nursing women; likewise those that 
upon fasting days are obliged to hard labor; 
and, in a word, all such who through weak- 
ness, infirmity, or other hindrance, cannot 
fast without great prejudice, or danger: 
where note Ist, That ifthe cause be not evi- 
dent, a person must have recourse to his 
pastor for dispensatign. 2dly, That in some 
of the above mentioned cases a person may 
be excused from one part of the fast, and not 


ing, and yet not fromabstinence. 3dly, That 
such as for some just cause are dispensed 
with from fasting, ought to endeavor, as far 
as their condition and circumstances will al- 
low, to be so much the more diligent in thgir 
devotions, more liberal in their alms, ‘more 
patient in their sufferings, and to make up by 
the interior spirit of penance what is wanting 
to the outward fast. [ To be continued, }
